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of a ferry boat. Seven hundred meters fartler down the road, 

a stretch whicr leads tirough a sandy end swampy flood area, 
esnother ferry carries treffic ecroas the second and main 
channel of the Yenguri River. Poth channels are about forty to 
fifty meters wide. On the other side of the river a serpentine 
road runs up the slopin:s bank to the new highway, from which the 
detour hac denerted at Rukhi. 


fhe construction canup, which includes a small saw mill, ware=- 


house, anc several worksiops, is located neuir the southern 
approach to ti.ec bridge. Tere are also three dwellings in 
which a nunber of @8cviet officers anc members of the building 
staff ere toused. Connectine this camn witt. the detour about 
one Kilometer away is a ternorary road whieh serves the trans- 
port of building riaterials to the cemp site. 


Te superstructure of the bridse rests on oval concrete pillars 
which measure ten to tuenty meters in height and approximately 
two metérs in diemeter. Snacec at thirty- neter intervels, they 
sit upon teavy concrete buses, measuring 3x 4x4 meters, 
which are imbedded In the eround . Tte heavy iron T~girders 
whieh span tiie pillars : Lave an estinated length. of twenty to 
twenty-five netoers anc a weit of tuenty-five tons. At the 
approach ta tie bridge, tiese girders are riveted together with 
the 150-meter-lons bride sections: tren, in a very difficult 
procedure, the section is placed on the cenent pillars by means 
of cranes and manpower. (The 4 iron Pouble T-pirders, running 
the direction of the road, were placed on the cenent pillars in 
a quadruplicate arrangement (See Attachment III). )* The primi-~ 
tive building methods resulted in numerous accidents. The 
rivetinr, whict was first done by careless 3oviot Workers, was 
completed by « special Sta*nanov riveting greup on a twenty-four.. 
nour work schedule. .At the time of source's departure, the T- 
cirders were already in place across the entire length of the 
bridge. The structure was scheduled for completion eround the 
end of 1948. x
